Friends McKinley System 
Man Say Loose Holster Let 
Gun Fall.

An inquest will be held Saturday to 
inquire into the death of John G. Hub- 
bard, trainmaster and assistant cashier 
for the McKinley system, was 
found shot through the heart and dying 


at 8:30 p. m. Friday in the office of the 
company in Granite City. Hubbard died 
without regaining consciousness a min- 
ute after he was found. 

Friends of Hubbard believe he was ac- 
cidentally shot with his own revolver. 
Hie carried it in a holster attached to 
& belt around his waist. They say the 
holster was too large for the revolver 
and that it was loose and likely to fall 
out. They believe that Hubbard stooped 
over to pick up something from the foor 
and that the revolver fell out, struck 
the floor and exploded. 

Revolver Under His Head. 

The revolver was found under his head 
as he lay dying on the floer, one of its 
cartridges was exploded, and the bullet 
had entered at the pit of the stomach 
and ranged upward to the heart. His 
waistcoat was powder burned where the 
bullet entered. 

Just before he was shot Hubbard 
came into the car barn from Edwardads- 
ville, where he had been a witness in a 
trial. As he entered the barh, Bradley 
QO. Little, Herman Hilkey, 
Charles Slesinger ang A. Lux. street car 
men, were standing at the door. As 
he passed them he put up both hands 
and said, “‘Hello, boys.’’ 

He went on into the office where the 
money turned in by the street-car men 
was kept in a vault. It was his duty 
to open the packages and count the 
money and enter it upon the books. 

Promoted From Motorman. 

He had been in the office only a 
minute when the group of men to whom 
he had spoken as he entered heard a 
shot: They ran into the office and found 
Hubbard on the floor. Pfater said to 
him: . 

“What have yot: done?” 

Hubbard raised his head and said: 
“How ?’’ 

He died without another word. 

Hubbard was 35 years old and single. 
His father, B. F. Hubbard, is an Al- 
derman in Wabash, Ind. A sister lives 
in Jacksonville, Ill. Hubbard had lived 
for the last three years at the home 
of Mra. E. Walther, 2117 G street, Gran- 
ite City. He was a motorman last Sep- 
tember when the McKinley Bridge was 
opened and he took over the first car 
that crossed it. Then he Was made 
trainmaster and assistant cashier.

‘‘In the Pullman cars the insurrectos 
unbuttoned the berth curtains, striking 
matches to see the nationality of the 
occupants. When they found an Amer- 
ican the men passed on, after fastening 
the curtains again. 

“Orozco, the chief, accompanied the 
men, quieting the passengers and 
searching for Government gpies. He 
gave money to Mexican women whose 
husbands he retained when the train 
was finally released, and he paid for 
everything he took from stores along 
the line.’’

OPTION DROPPE 
BY MILLIONAIR 


Broker Blessing Testifies That 


Members Were Worth Total 
of $40,000,000. 





John H. Blessing, a stock and bond 
broker, testified Saturday before Spe- 
cial Examiner Gehman in the Federal 
Building, that he organized, in 190, a 
syndicate of men whose fortunes to- 


italled $40,000,000, to take over about 5000 


acres of Colorado coal land from the 
Yampa Anthracite Coal Co. at. $200 an 
acre. 

The syndicate had an option on the 
land for six months, Blessing testified, 
but it did not buy the lands under the 
option, because it was found that the 
individual owners had not transferred 
the land to the Yampa company. He 
said the option was made by him with 
F. W. Keitel, a director in the Yampa 
company. 

The depositions were taken the 
suit in which the United States Gov- 
ernment. is seéking to reclaim 4680 acres 
of land held under patent by various 
persons. The Government officials 
charge that the present holders were 
used as “dummies” by the Yampa com- 
pany. It is also charged by Ethelbert 
Ward, Assistant District Attorney in 
Denver, who represents the Depart- 
ment of Justice, that L. M. Rumsey 
and Keitel got relatives and friends to 
take up the lands, to be later trans- 
ferred to the company. 3 

The. patents were granted to the lands 
at a cost of $10 an acre, witnesses 
stated. 

Blessing testified that the option held 
by him recited that/it included lands 
on which options were then held by 
L. M. Rumsey and J. L. Green. The 
option also recited, he said, that the 
land was to be delivered to the syn- 
dicate free of all liens and incum- 
brances, except a deed of trust to B. 
L. Dorsey for $25,000, running from April 
25, 1905, bearing 5 per cent interest. 


BILL FOR ABOLITION OF CITY 
OFFICES TO COME UP MONDAY 


Reorganization Is Expected to 
Cut Down Expenses $100,- 
ooo Yearly. 


Bills abolishing and consolidating sev- 
eral city offices will be the subject of 
a public hearing at 2 p. m. Monday be- 
fore the special committee of which 
Councilman Schutz is chairman. 

One of the bills contemplates the abol- 
ition of the office of Assessor and Col- 
lector of Water Rates: and the transfer- 
ence of his duties to the Water De- 
partment. Another proposes the com- 
bination of the Fire and Police Tele- 
graph department with the city lighting 
department. Abolition of the office of 
Harbor and Wharf Commissioner and 
the imposition of his duties on the Street 
Commissioner, and the merger of the 
Building Department with the Board of 
Public Improvements are authorized in 
other measures. 

The reorganization suggested, Council- 
man Schutz declares, will save the city 
about $100,000 a year in salaries and 
expenses.

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RAILROAD TO PAY 
FOR REMOVAL OF | 
GRADE CROSSING 


Bill Passed in House Is Expected 
to Receive Council’s Ap- 
proval. 


Damages done to abutting property 
in bridging the Missouri Pacific tracks 
at the Chouteau avenue grade crossing 
will be assessed against the railroad 


company if the Council adopts a bill 
which has been passed by the House 
of Delegates. 

A bill under which this part of the 
expense would have been borne by the 
city was killed in the Councll last Mon- 
day, and it is believed that the new 
measure will be passed. The damages 
are estimated at $40,000 to $300,000. 

Twenty-two delegates cast their votes 
to put on the railroad the entire cost 
of eliminating this crossing. Three— 
Hamilton, Jacobs and Russell—opposed 
the plan. Three other delegates were 
absent. 

Although he subsequently supported 
the bill, Speaker Rombauer condemned 
tne advocates of the policy of com- 
pelling the railroads to pay-all the dam- 
ages to abutting property. These legis- 
lators, he declared, were unwilling 
that the city should contribute $500,000 
of a total of $7,500,000 to abolish cross- 
ings, but were ready to give the rail- 
roads the free use of the municipal 
bridge. 

Mayor Favored Other Plan. 

Mayor Kreismann and President Re- 
ber of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments favored the plan of dividing the 
cost between the railroads and the 
city. both sought to bring Councilmen 
to that view of the question. 7 

The viaduct which the bill directs the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad to build will 
extend from a point 37 feet west of 
Tiffany avenue to Vandeventer avenue 
(Old Manchester road). It will cost 
about $200,000. 

Speaker Rombauer and other city of- 
ficials say they expect the Missouri 
Pacific to resist in the courts the en- 
forcement of the provision requiring the 
company to bear the consequential dam- 
ages. Vice-President Clarke has told 
members of the Assembly that the Mis- 
souri Pacific would build the bridge if 
the city would pay the damages to 
abutting property.

“After Uncle Abe was elected Presi- 
dent, he came to my house to see me. 
I had been married only a few months 
and was living on a farm near the 
old Lincoln home. He asked me to 
go with him to the graveyard at 


Shiloh, where his father was buried. | 


I went with him in a buggy, and was 
with him when he stood for the last 
time at the grave of his father. 

“T remember that when we came 
back home, my mother put her hand 
on his shoulder and said, ‘Abe, I knew 
it was in you,’ but he had little to 
say. We expected that he would be 
proud and, as we say in these days: 
‘All swelled up’ over his great honor. 
But instead, he seemed to be very 
sober minded and- weighed down with 
the cares of office. I never saw him 
after that visit.”

John 
McMullen and ten patrolmen“and de- 
tectives to canvass the registration in 
several river wards before the Novem- 
ber election. As the result of the can- 
vass, indictments were issued by the 
Circuit Attorney’s office against a large 
number of persons alleged to be fraud- 
ulently registered. 

The Election Commissioners told the 
committee this canvass was made as 
the result of complaints made by Wil- 
liam H. Wallace of the Prohibition or- 
ganization and prominent Democrats to 
Gov. Hadley, to the effeot that the reg- 
istration books were padded. 

MvoMullen said he found several hun- 
dred fraudulently registered names in 
Fourth Ward precincts, but that the 
Election Board had no authority to 
strike off these names. Steps were 
taken by the police, he said, to —— 
the names from béing voted: - 

The committee is trying’ to ascertain 
whether this procedure amounted to 
intimidation of voters. Members of the 
committee said Saturday that the in- 
vestigations, so far have hot thrown 
much light on the subject.

| IDENTITY SECRET 


Official Box Score Makers May 
Henceforth be Unknown to 
Public and Players. 








CHICAGO, Feb. 4.—The identity of 
American League official scorers here- 
after will be known only to League 
officials, club owners and the scorers 
themselves, if the owners take kindly 
to the suggestion when made by Presi- 
dent B. B. Johnson at the schedule 
meeting of the League here, on Feb. 14. 
The matter will be put up to the mag- 
nates by Mr. Johnson, who said yes- 
terday that he favored the move. The 
same suggestion has been made by 
Secretary Heydler of the National 
League. 

Sentiment. in favor 


of removing the 


.Official scoring from the conflicting in- 


terests and influences which are un- 
avoidable when the scorers are known 
publicly has been growing for some 
time, it is said, and was crystallized 
by events in connection with the bat- 
ting contest between Lajoie and Cobb 
last fall. If the rule of secrecy had 
been in force last year, it is argued, the 
suspicions surrounding the contest 
would have been avoided, for the rea- 
son that only the secretary of the 
League would have known how close 
the race was between the leading bats- 
men until the contest was over. : 
Players Use Influence. 

By the existing system official scorers 
in both' major leagues are known to 
the players and anyone else who cares 
to ask. . Naturally they are subjected 
to pressure, often from players them- 
selves and more often from friends of 
players. Batting and fielding averages 
depend much upon judgment, which is 
bound to be affected more cr less by 
outside influences or opinions. The 
plan of withdrawing the official scorers 
from these influences is not a new one. 
It was tried successfully by the Chicago 
National League Club when A. G. Spald- 
ing was its president. For 10 years, 
ending in 1891, the official scorer on 
the West Side was known to the of- 
ficiale of the National League only as 
‘hm. G. Green.’’ That the scoring was 
done by Mrs. Eliza Green Williams, 
mother of C. G. Williams, now treasurer 
of the. Cubs, was known only to her- 
self and to President Spalding until 
years afterward. Speaking of the inci- 
dent, Treasurer Williams said:

‘‘Manager 
was official scorer for the club, nor 
did any of the players, newspapers or 
the public. My mother usually sat be- 
tween Mrs. Anson and Mrs. Dalrymple 
at the games and they did not know 
she was official scorer. I used to mail 
the scores to League headquarters for 
her and I did not know it. In signing 
the scores she used‘ ‘her maiden name, 
and even Nick Young, who received 
them, did not know who ‘E. G. Green’ 


Was.’’

FEW CHANGES IN 


Committee Decides to Give 
New Code Benefit of Another 


Year’s Tryout. 


NEW YORK. Feb. 4.—While the inter- 
collegiate Football Rules’ Committee will 
continue its meeting here today, it is 


not anticipated that any further changes 
will be added to those promulgated yes- 


terday. 

The most important alteration made 
Friday was the reduction of the first and 
third intermissions from three to two 
minutes, giving the teams just time to 


change from one goal to the — 

Following are the. more important 
changes announced: 

A new rule was adopted permitting 
teams, by agreement, to transfer the su- 
pervision of off-side play upon the line of 
scrimmage from umpire to head linesman. 

The linesman, however, is to report any 
infraction to the umpire. 

Another new rule provides that throwing 
a player to the ground after the referee 
has declared the ball dead may be con- 
sidered unnecessary roughness. 

An amendment was adopted allowing 
only three men to walk up and down the 
field on each side of the line. The pres- 
ent rule allows five. If the ball accident- 
ally strikes an official, provides another 
amendment, it shall not become dead; but 
play shall continue. 

A new rule adoptéd specifies that al! 
penalties under the rule regulating the 
forward pass shall be applied from the 
spot of the down and not on the spot 
from which the pass was made. 

The committee transferred the duty of 
keeping time from the field judge to the 
umpire, and in Rule 18, section 2, which 
provides that a player in catching for a 
pass ball not be tackled or shouldered 
until he has caught the ball, and “taken 
more than one step in any direction,” the 
words “taken more than one step in any 
direction” were stricken out. 

It was decided that if the ball, after hay- 
Ing been legally 
touched, shall then 
the ground, the pass shall be considered as 
incomplete. The object of this rule is to stop 
high pesses and make a clean play.

Crop reports from the Southwest have 
ceased to be a factor in the market, the 
early dry seed bed having given the 
Plant a tough growth at the Start, 
which authorities say has made it capa- 
ble of standing moderatety cold weather 
without snow covering, as has been the 
condition in the growing fields most of 
the winter. The weather map showed 
temperatures over the belt mild. A 
storm in the West is moving’ eastward. 
low temperatures prevail in the Da- 
kotas and Minnesota. 

Liverpool wheat 
steady, the weakness ‘in American 
markets being offset by firmness of 
cargoes offereq and lighter arrivals. 
Predictions of smaller Russian ship- 
ments with resultant lighter world’s 
shipments and an improved Continen- 
tal demand from France made a good 
inquiry for red wheat. Argentine of- 
fered wheat freely and the export 
demand there was less urgent. Stocks 
there »show an increasin tendency 
for the first time in weeks. 

Liverpool wheat futures closed %d 
higher, Berlin %c up, Antwerp un- 
changed, Budapest %&c up, and Paris 
wheat and flour 4c to %c lower.

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AN ENCHANTING STORY OF GOLD 
AND DIAMONDS. 

HERE is magic in such words as 
T gold and diamonds. Its influence 
is felt at once when an author is 
round who dates a new period in world 
history from the day in March, 1869, 
when a negro shepherd boy picked up 
a pretty white stone near the Orange 
River. Few who have read a version of 
Aladdin reliably translated from the 


be to!d that if the Griqua shepherd boy 
pebble to an in- 
taliigent Englishman, it is certain to 
turn out a “superb diamond,”’ weighing 
at least 38 karatsa. That, in fact, was 
its weight, to be remembered as the be- 
ginning of ‘“‘Expansion.’’ When the his- 
torical imagination moves forward six 
years, it comes into full play on reading 
such a South African report as this, 
dated ‘‘Pilgrim’s Rest, 24 December, 1875: 
I beg to inform ‘you that Messre. Ors- 
mond and Barrington, two miners at 
Pilgritn’s Rest, found 18% pounds weight 
of gold {n one-half day’s work. The gold 
was weighed in grocer’s scales, the same 
as sugar. and washed out in a dish. 
Amongst the gold was one nugget of 
four lbs. weight, two of three Ibs. 
weight, etc., all coarse gold. 
“H. RHODES.”’ 


This H. Rhodes is highly energized at 
‘Pilgrim's Rest’’ by the forces of sub- 
sequent world history when he sees 
gold weighed like sugar, with nuggets of 
four pounds, ‘“‘three pounds, etc.,’’ in 
the scales. He is perhaps the same 
age as the Griqua boy who had found 
the pretty pebble, but he is several 
years older than two other boys, who 
also become highly energized very soon. 
One of them is his brother, Cecil. Ce- 
cil was the son of an English vicar. 
The other boy, then about the age of 
Cecil, had religious antecedents with a 
claim to equal respectability and great- 
er antiquity. He was the son of a Jew- 
ish rabbi in London. He was known 
afterwards as Barney Barnato. When 
diamonds weighing 83 carates began to 
be found on the Orange River, Cecil, 
born in 1853, had reached the age of 16 
years. It is said that he was born 
in ‘“‘the quiet vicarage of Bishop’s Stop- 
ford, as the Vicar’s fifth son, and chris- 
tened Cecil John.” The year 1870 found 
him. in process of removal from the quiet 
religious influences of home to Africa, 
landing at Cape Town from the Sarah 
Bell in June, 18%. He did not disturb 
the Vicar’s quiet after this . But once 
in Africa, he was so fully energized be- 
fore his twentieth year by the magic 
of gold and diamonds that he became 
the “Right Honorable Cecil John 
Rhodes.’ Premier of Cape Colony, and 
author of the ‘‘Era of Expansion.”’ Hts 
“Life and Times’ are now written out 
inte two thick volumes by “the Honor- 
able Sir Lewis Michell, member of the 
Executive Council, Cape Colony.’’ 
(Mitchell Kennerley, publisher, New 
York and London). 

It is the intention of Sir Lewis 
Michell in these two volumes to prove 
that after being shipped to Africa in 
his seventeenth year, this vicar’s son 
became the greatest Englishman of 
modern times, not excepting Lord 
North, Clive, Warren Hastings, Bar- 
ney Barnato, Lord Rothschild or 
Lord Kitchener. The proof is that 
when John Cecil Rhodes reached 
Africa, somewhat in advance of Bar- 
ney Barnato, the gold and diamonds 
of South Africa, with other assets of 
the Union Jack. now producing an- 
nual dividends by the ten million ster- 
ling, were all beyond the lawful juris- 
diction’ of Great Britain, while all 
are now under it, with their sritish 
status so firmly established that to 
attempt to disturb it would be a crime 
against the world's peace, 

At first, the son of the British 
vicar knew nothing of practical work 
in modern magic. He dug for’ dia- 
monds himself. This wearied him. 
Then he hired IKaffir “boys” or other 
negro “boys to dig fer him. He 
spent months, blistering himself 
the burning African sun, watching 
his negroes for fear they would find 
an 88-carat stone, and (being now 
feloniously aware of its value) would 
divert it from British assets. After 
all this, he realized wheer the 
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bing.” He began to capitalize 


ground on which others were blister- 


ing themselves into permanent pov- 
erty. Asa result, when he begins the 
‘“Expansion’’ which introduces Twen- 
tieth century history, he had ex- 
panded and floated ‘stock enough to 
be ready to begome a diamond king 
in hig own right. Then as between 
diamond kings for the De Beers and 
Kimberley mines, one of the two is 
to be dethroned. In 1885, Rhodes 
with the De Beers mine, joined issues 
with Barnato at Kimberley. The rab- 
bi’s son was too much for the son of 
the vicar. Rhodes seemed hopelessly 
defeated. He sailed to Dngiand. It 
was not for the purpose of visiting 
the quiet vicarage of Bishop Stop- 
ford and hearing discourses on the 
Decalogue. At about this time he 
wrote: “I have no great use for 
churches.” What he did have use 
for was the Kimberley diamond stock 
which Barnato had floated in Paris. 
When hé returned to Africa, he had 
the voting power of this stock, which 
meant the control of Barnato’s mines. 
Later in life, Barnato was asked if 
he thought Rhodes a great man. 
“Yes, he was,” he said. ‘He bested 
ME.”"” The result was the expanded 
and consolidated De Beers and Kim- 
berley mines with Rhodes as King of 
Diamonds and Barnato as viceroy or 
knave in the same suit. When the 


of London, Paris and Berlin. As in 
the days of South Sea expansion, ev- 
erybody wanted them and everybody 
who could buy bought... When this 
had fairly begun, Rhodes went into 
politics, with the secret of suctess 
he practiced to the end. He called 
it “squaring” his opponents. He was 
charged at Cape Town with saying 
that “anybody could be squared.” He 
explained that he did not mean 
bribed, but placated and won over. 
Politically, he was often rude in 
speech, but he exuded money so free- 
ly that all. who touched him, even 
accidentally, as. Aladdin's mother did 
the lamp .when she thought it dirty 
enough to need cleaning, saw thv 
genius of wealth before them, offer- 
ing himself for their service. Rhodes 
said he wanted money as power. He; 
sqvared bankers and cabinet min- 
isters, dons and doctors, archbishops, 
bishops, priests and deacons, as well 
as laymen of all nationalities, includ- 
ing more especially the African. 
When he needed “concessions” on 
which to capitalize a chartered com- 
pany gréater than any since the days 
of John Law and Warren Hastings, 
he trekked out northwardly into the 
wilderness and found Lo Bengula, a 
land-poor potentate who had a royal 
signature to sell. Almost any other 
African king in easy reach might 
have done as well, but Lo Bengula 
made ‘‘grants’” now chawgtered “(for 
Rhodesia as a new British domain al- 
most as extensive as~Europe outside 
of Russia. Several British dukes and 
the most influential bankers of 
Europe were “squared” or admitted 
to the “ground floor.’’ The result was 
the South African company. Rhodes 
never intended that any one who 
could be easily and permanently 
squared should be killed or seriously 
injured, but Lo Bengula became in- 
convenient and was permanently pac- 
ified. Later when the German Kaiser 
revolted against finance, some power- 
ful influence in Berlin pacified him. 
There is nothing to prove that it 
was done by the bankers Rhodes had 
squared. But when the time came 
for overthrowing the Boer republics, 
Germany had other business than 
that of interfering. Rhodes had this 
simple creed. “Having read the his- 
tory of.other countries, I saw that 
expansion was everything, and, that 
the world’s surface being limited, the 
great object should be to take as 
much of it as we could.’ (Volume I, 
p. 75.) Agreeing with this, his bio- 
grapher thinks him the geratest mod- 
ern Englishman. No secrets are left 
in connection with the Jamison raid. 
Rhodes and Jamison planned it to- 
gether. For twenty years, Rhodes 
had worked with those who intended 
the subjection of the Boer republics. 
But as Jamison was “premature,” 
Rhodes consented to be repudiated 
with him for the sake of appear- 
ances. At the same time, he began 
filling the British mind with a new 
vision-—that of the “Cape to Cairo” 
raliroad, making the ‘‘map of Africa 
all red.’’ This prospectus “squared” 
or enchanted England and Rhodes 
grew greater as a magician. The 
rest igs the story of ten years of 
bloodshed, spreading around the 
world.
